Wong Ki, and 200 baskets to Koon Tow, it 
was true that the sugar was bought and the 
price paid for it, but when the buyers made 
no enquiries as to how the sellers came by 
the sugar before they rashly purchased it, 
they had only themeelyos’ to blame. The 
Tai Cheong end four other shops-at Wong 
Ki wore therefore required to pay the price 
of 880. baskets of sugar, total, 1,140 taels; 
andthe Man Chun shop at Koon Tow to pay 
the price of 200. baskets, total 600 taels, 
Besides the restitution made by Shi Tak Moo 
and another, the sum recovered as the price 
amounted to ovet $4,000, and the same should 
be returned to.the owner of the lost property. 
Jt will be thus seen that a-reason has been 
assigned for calling upon the- storers to re- 
store the goods and the purchasers to pay the 


rice, 

At Pak O, two fish-junk«men named Leo 
Sun and Cheung On were. arrested for plun- 
dering the sugar and conveying the same to 
Wong Ki and Koon Tow to sell, and they 
have been sent juto the City for trial. 

But as regaids the other fishing junks, 
they move-about on the face of the sea and 
have no bh haps place of anchorage, so that it 
is impossible to arrest thom.

But the authorities have offered the. heavy 
reward of $1,000 for-his'arrest, and tho local 
officials have been ordered ‘to make strict 
search for him and to employ informers for 
the purpose, and nb doubts entertained that 
he can long escape the meshes'of the law. | | 
___We have, however, heard that the Captain 
ofthe Anna was a very violent mati, and hadso’ 
oruelly treated those on board that the whole 
of his European crew left-him because they 
could not bear his harsh treatment, so that he 
had to engage a new Chinese crew at Amoy. 
Without a previous knowledge of the men 
and without taking security from them, he 
engaged them, and exercised the same harsh 
treatment towardsthem until he wasmurdered.
